Body copy was 12-point, captions were 10-point and headlines 
were a variety of sizes and type sets. The paper stock used for the book was 80-pound enamel. 

Processing was done through various 
stores. The underclassmen photos were taken by Life-Touch, the group sports pictures were taken by GoodLife Photo and the 
yearbook staff. Senior portraits were taken by a variety of photography studios in the area. 

There were 150 book printed, each containing 96 pages. Prices for the yearbook was $23, without a name printed on the 
cover, and $25, with aname.
